Primary election scheduled

Preparations for the first 
Michigan “closed” partisan 
primary since 1937 took an un- 
usual twist Monday, as it was 
announced in Romulus that 
Democratic voters will be al- 
lowed to declare their party 
preference up until and in- 
cluding primary day March 17. 

Those who declare as Re- 
publicans, however, will still 
be forced to make such a dec- 
laration a month earlier (Feb. 
18) at the city clerk’s office or 
at the Secretary of State’s of- 
fice. 

Michigan Republican 
leaders will have the option to 
waive their Feb. 18 declara- 
tion day also-but by Tuesday 
they had not done so. 

Without such a matching 
change in time schedules city 
clerks were told one or more 
lawsuits may be filed. With or 
without the lawsuits, the an- 
nouncement is sure to add to 
the controversy spurred by 


those voters who claim that a 
“closed primary” invades their 
privacy. 

Voters, who have already 
filed a party preference with 
voting officials, will not be im- 
pacted by this new develop- 
ment. 

Despite the expected eonfh- 
sion with the public, Michigan 
Secretary of State Richard 
Austin told area city clerks at 
the Royce Hotel in Romulus 
(via a printed news bulletin 
delivered by staff member 
Chris Thomas), the Depart- 
ment of State “is counting on 
you and the capable staff mem- 
bers employed in your office to 
ensure the conduct of an orga- 
nized, efficient and taint free 
election on March 17.” 

The March 17 presidential 
primary is the first in Michigan 
since 1980 and the first 
“closed” partisan primary of 
any sort in the state since 1937. 

Austin’s news bulletin said 
the “debate and discussion” 
regarding the primary the past 
four years has been “lively, 


healthy and productive.” 

The update from Austin was 
prompted by a decision by 
Michigan Democratic leaders 
Dec. 11, 1991 to forward a 
“party rule modification” 
waiving the Feb. 18 deadline 
for those wishing to vote on the 
Democratic ballot. 

Courts have approved the 
modification and on Jan. 15, 
State Attorney General 
Thomas Kelley ruled that the 
modification must be imple- 
mented throughout the state. 

Five Democratic hopefuls 
qualified to be on the March 17 
ballot. They include former 
California Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown, Arkansas Gov. Bill 
Clinton, Iowa Sen. Tom 
Harkin, Nebraska Sen. Bob 
Kerry and former Massa- 
chusetts Sen. Paul E. Tsongas. 

Three candidates will ap- 
pear on the GOP ballot includ- 
ing President George Bush, TV 
commentator Patrick J. 
Buchanan and Louisiana State 
Rep. David Duke. 


Angry father may sue 
local school system

Lloyd Barnes, father of 
“cut” Romulus High School 
basketball player Genesis 
Barnes, called off his battle for 
his son’s reinstatement to the 
team Monday night, but 
pressed his demand that coach 
Chris Molloy be dismissed. 

Barnes also hinted at a law- 
suit against the school district. 
“The school district recently 
got $45 million (via a referen 
dum), I’m sure you won’t mind 
passing a few million to me,” 
he said. He claims that his son 
has gone into a shell since be- 
ing cut from the team and now 
must undergo therapy. 

He and several others at- 
tending the Romulus Commu- 
nity School Board meeting 
Monday evening asked why 
Molloy hasn’t attended either 
of the last two board meetings. 

“We would never bring a 
staff member to a public hang- 
ing. This is not the place to air 
such complaints. There has to 
be a different arena for such 
actions/’ commented board 
member Daniel R. Bales. 

School Superintendent Dr. 
William Bedell told the group, 
“You may get us into a legal 
battle on this issue. The school 
board cannot put Genesis back 
on the team. We plan to con- 
tinue our administrative study 
on the basketball issue.” 

Prior to the meeting, Barnes 
submitted a typed page and a 
quarter “account of the inci- 
dent”, as he saw it. 

Barnes charged that Mol- 
loy’s action in cutting his son 
from the basketball team was a 
form of civil rights discrimina- 
tion that was “causing a form 
of mental child abuse and de- 
pression”...in that it “denied 
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The school district 
recently got $45 
million (via a 
referendum), I’m 
sure you won’t mind 
passing a few 
million to me.

(Genesis) the opportunity to 
play for college scouts, who 
had contacted us through 
Coach Molloy and at home for 
scholarship purposes.” 

Barnes charged that Molloy 
is “vicious and unfair to black 
athletes, especially Genesis, 
who has been groomed in the 
Romulus Basketball program.” 

School Board member Mary 
King denied that cutting se- 
niors was a racial trait by Ro- 
mulus coaches. “My daughter 
was cut in her senior year, ..and 
the fact that I was on the 
school board had no impact on 
the issue,” she said. 

Barnes also wrote that Gen- 
esis received the “top defen- 
sive trophy” this past summer 
at the Steve Fisher Camp, 
which helped him gain confi- 
dence and helped him feel 
along with his peers that he is 
one of the best in the school 
and not the 16th player on the 
team. 

Barnes also claimed that 
Molloy’s conditioning program 
“physically abused” his son, 
while the coach had already 
made up his mind to cut him 
last year. 

He further claims that Ath- 
letic Director Fred Coleman 


told students no changes will 
be made as long as he holds 
that position and that any 
players, who did not want to 
play for Coach Molloy could 
“go to another school district." 

At the meeting Monday, 
Barnes said, “First my son is 
termed a ‘quitter’ and then I’m 
branded a ‘thug’ for question 
ing school athletic pro- 
cedures.” 

Bedell apologized for any 
“thug” statement that might 
have been made, and Board 
President Edward Wilkerson 
stressed “no one on this board 
thinks you are a thug, Mr. 
Barnes.” 

In a follow-up letter to As- 
sistant Superintendent Dr. 
Terrel LeCesne, Coleman 
stated he wanted to clarify a 
recent discussion with the bas- 
ketball teams. 

Coleman said he had at 
least five separate talks with 
parents and players.. .because 
of the “blatant misinforma 
tion” passed on by “outside in 
dividuals... attempting to 
sabotage our current basket- 
ball program, its staff and to 
some extent our total athletic 
program.” 

Citing the fact he is a Ro- 
mulus resident, who takes 
“great pride in our school sys- 
tem,” Coleman said he takes 
“offense, when my character 
and reputation is being malig- 
ned by people, who have little 
or no involvement in our 
school.” 

Coleman said his record 
stands for itself on the integra- 
tion of the staff and programs 
and to have someone stand be- 
fore the school board without 
any factual information and 
ridicule the program or its 
members is both wrong and 
defamatory.

Former drug addict now ‘gets high’ lending helping hand

Tom's bleary world totally 
collapsed several years ago. 

Without money, a home, a 
job or his health-Tom did the 
last thing he ever thought he 
would have to do. He called his 
sister and cried out for help. 

His sister and brother-in- 
law began calling all the social 
agencies they could think of or 
find in the phone book. They 
received the same message 
from them all-”our slots are 
all filled and we are taking no 
new clients.” 

The irony was this shortage 
was evident even before Gov. 
John Engler’s recent budget 
cuts. 

In desperation, Tom’s sister 
packed her son in the car and 
took off to find her wayward 
brother at a pre arranged loca- 
tion. 

“The amazing thing was,” 
Tom explains. “I was the only 
person standing at Fourth 
Street and Southfield in Lin 
coin Park that evening and my 
sister passed me by numerous 
times She didn't even recog- 
nize me." 

He later learned she ex- 
claimed to her son, “Where is 
he? Tom said he would be 
here.” 

Luckily Tom states “my 
nephew recognized me despite 
my gaunt body the had slipped 
to about 100 pounds, despite 
being over 6 teet tall), my 
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I didn’t fit in well socially in high school, but was 
extremely active in my family’s Baptist Church 
setting. I didn’t go there for spiritual reasons -- 
just for social contact.

scraggily beard and my un- 
kempt clothes.” 

When she pulled over to 
him at the intersection, Tom 
said, his sister told him of her 
inability to locate a bed for 
him anywhere. 

Tom, who had been eating 
out of dumpsters behind res- 
taurants and sleeping in va- 
cant houses, said “a friend told 
me there is a Salvation Army 
rehab unit somewhere near 
Metro Airport. Take me there.” 

She did as he asked, but 
found out sadly that the facil- 
ity did not take in clients after 
4 p.m. each day. It already was 
7 p.m. 

“1 demanded that she leave 
me there. I told her it is July. 
I’ll sleep in the fields near the 
center and be the first one 
tii ere at 6 o’clock tomorrow.” 

He kept his promise and 
even though he didn’t have a 
wristwatch, he woke up as the 
daylight showered his bleary 
eyes with bright sunshine. 

Tom said he entered the Ro- 


mulus area Salvation Army 
Men’s Rehabilitation unit with 
his life totally in disarray. 

He was a divorced father of 
two, jobless and suffering from 
various substance abuse woes. 

Tom had his first square 
meal in months. “It probably 
was scrambled eggs or oat- 
meal.” But to his worn out 
body, it tasted as good as a sir- 
loin steak. 

After an interview, shower- 
ing and shaving off his months 
old whiskers, Tom picked out a 
new assortment of clothes and 
prepared for his 90 day treat- 
ment program. 

“The first 30 days are the 
most intense," Tom admitted, 
“as your life is totally redi- 
rected to a positive values sys- 
tem." 

Tom met Capt. Roger Senn 
the brand new commander of 
the center-and several mem 
bers of the counseling system. 

To protect their male clients 
from any free-falls back into 
drug and alcohol life styles. 


the Salvation Army demanded 
at that time a 30-day restric- 
tion period. 

“I couldn’t picture myself 
sober for the rest of my life,” 
Tom said. But with the strong 
encouragement of a mature 
woman counselor, he began to 
getliis emotions under control 
and started to sort out and 
come to terms with his cloudy 
past. 

His clearing mind helped 
him remember his life as a 
youth. “1 didn't fit in well so- 
cially in high school, but was 
extremely active in my family’s 
Baptist Church setting. I didn’t 
go there for spiritual reasons- 
just for social contact 

“In fact I married a girl from 
church. The marriage didn’t 
last long, because I began get 
ting messed up with alcohol 
and drugs. My male friends be- 
came more important than my 
family, including my son and 
daughter,” he said sheepishly. 

“I began simply by expert 
menting with marijuana and 
Angel dust" Tom said. Despite 
my parents excitement over 
the arrival of their first two 
grandchildren ”1 remained 
addicted to my new drug life 
style.” 

Tom’s growing drug abuse 
cost him two “good jobs with 
the Ford Motor Co. and a 
Trenton city job that my father 
obtained for me." 

His parents continued to 
support him economically dur 
ing this down time. Tom said. 


even when his family’s elec- 
tricity was cut off for lack of 
payments. 

When his life continued to 
get “uglier and uglier”, his 
wife announced she was leav- 
ing. “She didn’t tell me di- 
rectly. I learned about it from 
my landlady, who told me I had 
to be out of the house that af 
temoon.” 

Tom didn’t protest. “There 
was nothing left to our mar- 
riage emotionally-so 1 just 
packed a few clothes and left.” 

Tom moved back in with his 
parents and lost communica- 
tion with his wife and children 
for over 18 months. 

His drug use spiraled, be- 
cause “I just wanted to stay 
numb,” he said. His parents 
didn’t lean on him at that time, 
because they felt he needed 
time to readjust after separat 
ing from his family. 

“I had visitation rights for 
my children for two years, but 
failed to exercise them. I tried 
to pass it off by saying that I 
didn’t want to see my wife,” he 
said. 

His ex wife remarried and 
moved the family to Texas. 
That created a 13 year gap in 
relations with his son and 
daughter. 

Unbeknownst to him. his ex 
wife and children moved 
backed to the area shortly be 
fore he was admitted to the Re 
habitation Center 

His daughter one day called 
his sister >she remembered his 


sister’s married name despite 
the fact she was only a small 
child, when she last saw her). 

She asked how she could 
meet her father again. Later a 
meeting between Tom, his 
daughter and son was ar 
ranged at his sister’s house. 

“It was the longest three 
hours of my life -because we 
had nothing in common to talk

McAnally: Engler speech 
offered no good news here 


Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally complained she 
heard “no good news” during 
Gov. Engler’s “State of the 
State” speech last Tuesday 
night- in fact she expressed 
disappointment that he 
“backed off his commitment 
on a gas tax hike.” 

Engler’s talk “was not an up- 
lifting speech,” McAnally said, 
“it was strictly a ‘hold 
fast.. .make do until times get 
better cry.” 

The no gas tax hike plan 
could put a double whammy 
on any Romulus street im- 
provement effort in 1992, since 
the voters also rejected a ref- 
erendum last November that 
would have helped pay for up- 
grading city streets. 

For the first time in recent 
memory, McAnally said there 
was an evident “and definite 
division between the two sides 
of the aisles during a ‘State of 
the State’ speech that does not 
bode well for the future.” 

In fact, Michigan Democrats 
only applauded once during 
Republican Engler’s speech- 
and that was when the gover- 
nor attacked a Japanese critic 
of American labor efforts. 

McAnally said she wasn’t 
sure how effective the “Buy 
American” cry will be in the 
long run in the U.S. “The lack 
of confidence expressed in 
American products did not 
originate in Japan-it began 
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Engler’s talk “ was 
not an uplifting 
speech."

here at home and we all will 
have to address it soon. 

Historically “the U.S. has al- 
ways made things better-even 
if we didn’t originate them. We 
still have the potential to do 
that today, but I question-do 
we have the resolve to do it?” 
McAnally concluded. 

Romulus Community 
Schools Superintendent Dr. 
Williami Bedell said hearing 
Engler talk “about more 
school funding sounds good, 
tiut when you couple it with 
the state’s history and the fact 
Engler used the same amount 
of emphasis discussing tax 
cuts...you begin to wonder.” 

David Littmann, senior vice 
president of economics at 
Manufacturers Bank, said he 
totally supports Gov. Engler’s 
theme “Michigan is Open for 
Business”, but takes strong is- 
sue with the old-worn out se- 
lective tax credits concept 
offered again to the state’s 
business-industrial complex. 

“That concept tells the 
world that Michigan is ready 
for business on some days and 


in some ways. That is not the 
right approach, we need to 
send a message that Michigan 
business is open to anyone, 
anywhere and anytime,” Litt- 
man stressed. 

“Michigan businesses are 
over taxed and over 
regulated-and thus reports of 
growth of current businesses 
are small and the entrance of 
new businesses into many 
fields is limited or non- 
existant. 

“Income taxes and other 
state taxes for both individuals 
and businesses must be low- 
ered quickly, so that Michigan 
can compete fairly on the na- 
tional market. Our lower-than- 
average per capita income and 
higher-than-normal state taxes 
across me board will not lead 
to jump-starting our state or 
regional economy, Littman 
said. 

“Lack of good business 
sense and fair competition 
puts our public transportation 
system at risk, since Detroit 
cannot afford a $100 million 
subsidy to keep the buses, etc. 
operating,” he said. 

If many of the state and lo- 
cal restrictions were lifted and 
transportation services were 
left to the market activists, Lit- 
tmann said he felt the business 
sector could solve the travel 
crisis without the wasteful 
spending being contemplated 
today.

Romulus students 
offer AIDS help

A unique AIDS education 
program-in which high school 
students act as peer educators 
with their fellow students-has 
been initiated at Romulus Se- 
nior High School. 

Linda Bowman, AIDS 
Awareness director at the high 
school, and Kate Conway, Teen 
Health Center director, told 
the Romulus Community 
School Board members Mon- 
day night that 22 high school 
students have been undergo- 
ing training at the school 
through funds received ($9,700) 
via a state AIDS education 
grant 

The students, who have 
been thoroughly trained in 
AIDS prevention, offered a 
program at an open house for 
their parents prior to the meet- 
ing of the board Monday night. 

The students will be used to 
distribute AIDS prevention 
messages to high school and 
junior high students in coming 
months, Bowman said. 

They also will offer their 
productions to community 
groups-and possibly some ele- 
mentary school classes. 

Students will not be re- 
quired to have permission 
slips signed to attend such ses- 
sions or AIDS awareness 
classes, Bowman said, but par- 
ents can send letters to the 
school to keep their children 
out of such classes. 

“The students will stress ab- 


stinence from sex,” Bowman 
said, “but also will fully ex- 
plore safe sex techniques.” 

School board member Dan- 
iel Bales expressed his con- 
cerns regarding the plan. “I 
have a problem with students 
lecturing fellow students on 
safe sex. We are getting into a 
moral issue here.” 

Several of the peer educa- 
tors argued that students need 
to know that un-safe sex is dan- , 
gerous. If they won't listen to 
their parents and teachers are 
uncomfortable discussing the 
topic, we are your next best 
step to keep a healthy student 
body, they told the board mem- 
bers. 

Several board members 
praised the role-playing ef 
forts the students presented at 
the earlier open house. 

One parent in the audience 
supported Bales call for cau- 
tion, while another supported 
the students’ efforts. 

Bowman and Conway asked 
board permission to allow the 
peer educators to complete 
their education by meeting 
with AIDS patients. 

School Superintendent Dr. 
William Bedell told the gather- 
ing of students “I can’t tell you 
how proud I am of what you 
are doing. I’ll let you know in a 
week or two whether you can. . 
meet with AIDS patients in the! 
future.” 

Bedell said he will confer 
with board members regard- 
ing the matter prior to the next 
meeting of the board Feb. 10. 


School may reopen 
for adult classes

A request to open three Ro- 
mulus classrooms at the cur- 
rently closed Hayti 
Elementary School for 50 “stu- 
dents” referred to the educa- 
tional program by the 34th 
District Court was discussed 
Monday night by the Romulus 
Community School Board 
members. 

William Murphy, director of 
the Romulus Adult and Com- 
munity Education program, 
urged that the program be star- 
ted sometime between April 1 
and July 1 this year. 

Murphy, who has been work- 
ing with 34th District Court 
Judge Felix Rogalle on the 
project, hopes that the pro- 
gram for non-violent offenders 
will save rather than cost the 
community money. 

It also would give judges a 
great deal more flexibility in 
alternative sentencing and al- 
low for those referred to the 
classes to obtain greater mar- 
ketable skills in the poor job 
scenario today, Murphy told 
The Romulus Roman 

All those referred by the 
courts would undergo a 
unique 64-hour educational 
program, Murphy explained. 

The classes would be sched- 
uled two nights a week (after 4 
p.m.) since many involved 
would have jobs and would in- 
clude GED preparation class 
and testing, a job readiness 
class and a personal and sur- 
vival skill class. 


Murphy said he expects, 
three part-time teachers and a 
counselor would be needed for 
the program that would seek to 
work with misdemeanor of- 
fenders only, excessive J 
speeders, shoplifters and 
other non-violent offenders. 3 

Since the students would 
still be under court supervi- 
sion, those that misuse the op 
portunity would be 
resentenced or incarcerated. 

If such classes are taught at J 
Hayti School, the Romulus J 
School District could obtain ■ 
adult education funds to pay . 
for much of the renovation of ; 
the school, according to school 1 
officials. 

School Superintendent Dr. 
William Bedell said that the 
most urgently needed repairs 
are to the school roof and heat 
ing system. 

After the school district fin- ; 
ished using the school, the ; 
building could be turned over 
to the city as a recreation facil- . 
ity, Bedell said, thus the money 
would not be ill spent. 

Hayti School was built in : 
1939 as a two-story brick build- : 
ing on Beverly Road. An new : 
addition was added in the 
1960s and the school was 
closed to students three or 
four years ago.

It’s a message we’ve heard before. 

Buy American we are urged. Buy American cars, check 
the labels in clothing to ensure that American labor was 
used in the manufacture and support American business 
which provides American jobs.

What a difference this one 
man could make by telling 
youngsters to abstain and re- 
frain from immoral sexual ac- 
tivity and drug abuse. 
Advocating “safe sex” is only 
creating a hazardous situation 
for young people. 

All adolescents should be 
aware that “safe sex” practices 
can be dangerous to their 
health. Society, as a whole, has 
been morally degenerate for 
ages and is costing our young 
people their lives though lib 
eral, frivolous teachings. 
Teens should know that you 
cannot play with fire without 
expecting to get burned. Young 
people are being short 
changed on the truth. 

Adolescents need more 
than just a passing concern. 
They need to be given the 
whole truth, good and bad.

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Canton Township man sentenced to prison for tax evasion 


A Canton Township man 
was sentenced Jan, 16 to five 
years in prison for violating 
the Taft Hartley Act, according 
to Assistant United States At 
tomey Eric Straus 

John Charles Burge was 
found guilty for filing fraudu 
lant income tax forms and for 
receiving bribery payments, 
according to the U.S. attorney’s 
office. 


Mr Burge was convicted by 
a jury Oct. 2. 1991 on seven mis 
demeanor counts of having vi 
olated the Taft Hartley Act 
and two counts of filing false 
and fraudulent U.S. Individual 
Income Tax Returns," Straus 
said. 

"John Burge, who is the 
nephew of the late Janies R. 
Hoffa. former president of the 


International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters Local 124, in Dear 
born Heights, Michigan from 
1984 until early 1986 and had 
previously been a business 
agent for Local 299 in Detroit,” 
Straus said. “In 1990, Mr. Burge 
rejoined Local 124 as an orga- 
nizer. The evidence at the trial 
showed that during the time he 
was a business agent for Local 
124, Burge was the owner of 


Western Enterprises, a com 
pany utilized by Burge to re- 
ceive illegal payments from 
trucking companies located at 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport.” 

Evidence at the trial also in 
eluded payments that Burge 
received through Western En 
terprises which amounted to 
approximately $34,000. This 
money was received during 


1984 and 1985, according to 
u 

“Mr. Burge knowingly made 
and subscribed to U.S. Individ 
ual Income Tax Returns which 
were false and fraudulent,” 
Straus said. ‘‘In essence, the 
$34,000 in illegal payments 
went unreported t the Internal 
Revenue Service.” 


Burge’s convictions were 
the result of an investigation 
conducted by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Labor Office of Labor 
Racketeering, the Criminal In- 
vestigation Division of the In- 
ternal Revenue Service, 
Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, U.S. Customs Service and 
the U.S. Attorney’s Office. 


New drug enforcement program announced 


Wayne County Sheriff Ro- 
bert Ficano announced a new 
drug program last Thursday 
called “Do Drugs, Do Time.” 

The program targets casual 
drug users, and allows the ar 
rest of first-time offenders 

“I think the concept is 
good,” said Belleville Police 
Chief Willard Dockter. “Any- 
thing we can do in the fight 
against drugs. I'm for.” 

When an offender is ar 


rested and transported to the 
Wayne County Jail, he or she is 
given the option of entering a 
treatment program or facing 
prosecution. 

If the offender chooses to 
enter the treatment program, 
the charges are dropped and 
the person's record is ex- 
punged after he or she suc- 
cessfully completes the 
program. 

Those who refuse to enter a 


treatment program or fail the 
program they enter will spend 
time in the Wayne County Jail, 
according to Ficano. 

Ask Ficano the reason for 
the drug epidemic, and he 
might direct you to an eco- 
nomics 101 textbook. 

“The American drug prob- 
lem is grounded in classic sup 
ply and demand economics,” 
lie said. “The supply side of 
the problem, the producers, 
transporters, wholesalers, and 


retailers of illicit drugs make 
up an economic eng?nc pro- 
pelled by the hundreds of 
thousands of people who use 
and consume their illegal 
products.” 

Dockter agrees that enforce- 
ment alone will not end the 
drug problem on the streets of 
America. Unlike most drug en 
forcement programs that tar 
get drug dealers, this program 
focuses on the users end of the 
scale.

Alternative fuel vehicles 
introduced by Ford

There is a growing consensus that alternative 
fuels, including reformulated gasoline, show 
promise in improving air quality by changing the 
character of the tail pipe emissions. 


Ford has more alternative 
fuel vehicles on the road in 
North America than all other 
manufacturers combined. 

The company has been 
working on alternative sources 
of energy for vehicles for more 
than 30 years. In the past 10 
years that effort has acceler- 
ated in response to public con 
cerns about energy security 
and environmental protection, 
according to Helen O. Pe- 
trauskas, Ford vice president, 
environmental and safety engi- 
neering. 

“There is a growing con- 
sensus that alternative fuels, 
including reformulated gas- 
oline, show promise in improv- 
ing air quality by changing the 
character of the tail pipe 
emissions,” Petrauskas said. 

“Ford expects the primary 
alternative fuels will be refor- 
mulated gasoline, natural gas, 
propane or liquefied petro- 
leum gas, methanol and 
ethanol although ethanol 
probably will remain an addi- 
tive for gasoline unless the 
economics of its production 
change. The electric vehicle 
also will play a key role in re- 
ducing vehicle emissions.” 

Flexible Fuel Vehicle 

Ford announced earlier 
this year that it will produce 
2,500 1993 Ford Taurus Flex- 
ible Fuel Vehicles for delivery 
primarily to California starting 
November 1992. 

The FFV can burn meth- 
anol, gasoline or any combina- 
tion of these, from the same 
tank, and without the driver 
taking any special action. Ford 
was the first automobile manu- 
facturer to develop FFV tech- 
nology that can meet the 
demanding North American 
emission requirements. 

A fleet of 250 Taurus FFVs 
is now on the road-most are in 
California, with some in Wash- 
ington D.C., Baltimore, Detroit, 


New York and Canada. Start- 
ing later this year. Ford will 
build 200 Econoline van and 
Club Wagon FFVs. 

Ford built 255 Crown Victo- 
ria FFVs in 1986 1939 that 
have been operating in Califor- 
nia, Washington D.C., New 
York, Michigan Arizona, Iowa 
and Canada. 

Electric Vehicles 

Starting in late 1992, Ford 
will build an international 
demonstration fleet of 70-100 
electric vehicles. The Ford 
Ecostar, as the research vehi 
cle will be called, it will be 
based on the European Escort 
van. 

Electricity is a promising 
technology for future vehicle 
propulsion. The major benefit 
of the electric vehicle is that it 
does not emit hydrocarbons, 
carbon monoxide or nitrogen 
oxide. In addition, it is noise- 
less and the power plants gen- 
erating the electricity can use 
a wide variety of fuels. 

Since 1982, Ford has con- 
ducted a $20 million research 
program on electric vehicles 
in a joint effort among Ford, 
General Electric, several bat- 
tery manufacturers and the 
U.S. Department of Energy. 

Ford also is a partner with 
General Motors and Chrysler 
in a research program-the 
United States Advanced Bat- 
tery Consortium-that will eval- 
uate and develop the most 
promising battery technolo- 
gies. 

Gaseous Fuels 


The cost of gaseous fuel ve- 
hicles is higher than conven- 
tional vehicles because major 
vehicle redesign is required 
for the pressurized cylinders 
in the fuel storage system. This 
cost is offset, however, by the 
lower operating cost of these 
fuels. 

In mid-1992, Ford will build 
a demonstration fleet of 100 
compressed natural gas 
pickup trucks, with an addi- 
tional 200-600 unit fleet sched- 
uled for late 1993. 

From 1982 to 1984, Ford pro- 
duced passenger cars powered 
by Liquefied Petroleum Gas. 
For many yeards, Ford offered 
a 7.0-liter LPG-powered 
medium-duty truck; a redesign 
is now in process. In addition, 
Ford offers a 4.9-liter-light 
truck engine that is designed 
for equivalent durability and 
reliability when operated on 
LPG. 

Ford is convinced that the 
development of alternative 
fuels will help the nation 
achieve its energy security and 
clean air goals. Higher mile- 
age and extensive testing time 
are required to assure cus- 
tomer satisfaction and to ver- 
ify that technical concerns 
have been addressed. If these 
issues are satisfactorily re- 
solved, alternative fuel vehi- 
cles may be in production by 
the mid-1990s. 

Ford has established an 
“800” number to provide the 
public with information about 
its alternative fuel vehicle pro- 
grams: 1-800- ALTFUEL.
